Hospital changes "defy common sense" 


Dear Editor: 

As a former member of the 
Didsbury hospital board (I repre¬ 
sented the Town of Carstairs) I 
read with much interest the arti¬ 
cle in The Didsbury Review of 
December 11. 

Perhaps I might be permitted 
to make a few comments relating 
to current concerns regarding the 
hospital? 

When the members of the 
R.H.A.s, appointed by govern¬ 
ment, were orientated it was made 
clear to them that they no longer 
represented a local constituency 
regardless of where they hap¬ 
pened to live and despite the fact 
that some had served on particu¬ 
lar hospital boards. Didsbury, like 
every other place, has no repre¬ 
sentative as such on the R.H.A. 


defending and propounding local 
interests or representing local 
people. 

This is known as progress and 
efficiency and is designed by gov¬ 
ernment to avoid the cardinal sin 
of "turf protection". 

The public at large provides all 
money for all health care by vir¬ 
tue of paying taxes. No taxation 
without representation has been 
known to cause a few tea-parties 
and revolutions in other places. 
Government philosophy here, 
however, says the public elects 
the government and the govern¬ 
ment can then appoint 
whomsoever they like to spend 
the money. 

Health care is extremely com¬ 
plex. Government is trying to 
make it simple (and getting us all 


in a mess in the process). One of 
the dangers, in my opinion and I 
have thought this right from the 
beginning of regionalization, is 
that RHA appointees are mostly 
lay people whilst the highly paid 
executives have been in health 
care administration for years. 
Knowledge is power and infor¬ 
mation going to the RHA mem¬ 
bers, whose mandate is only to 
save money not to represent peo¬ 
ple, can be controlled and/or 
slanted either deliberately or sub¬ 
consciously to serve one particu¬ 
lar scenario. The geographical 
area covered by RHAs is great, 
the committee is large meaning 
there is less time for individual 
in-put. So how good is the de¬ 
bate? 

What we are going to end up 


with in Alberta is 17 regions con¬ 
trolled by administrative czars. 

To return to Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal - when the board was liqui¬ 
dated, offed, disposed of, what¬ 
ever, there was a considerable 
sum of money in "discretionary 
funds". This had been used to buy 
the bus and laporoscopic equip¬ 
ment and many other items but 
there was about half a million 
dollars in this fund which went 
into the RHA coffers. The board 
had tried to form a Foundation 
while it still could but was pre¬ 
vented from doing so by the then 
minister. 

A personal note to end. This 


active hospital was opened in 
1984, twelve years ago. In that 
time it has been altered twice at 
public expense. It is now to be 
altered again. Whomsoever makes 
these decisions the money comes 
from the same pot, filled by the 
tax-payer. These reconstruction 
projects taking place all over the 
province, defy common sense. 
This is cheaper? 

I would also be willing to bet 
that the RHAs in payment and 
expenses to members cost the tax¬ 
payer considerably more than the 
old hospital boards.

Firearms legislation versus government "set-ups"

Although the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment is going to take the Federal 
Government to court over the fire¬ 
arms legislation the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment wishes to pass, and this 
is being touted as some sort of 
step to help Alberta Firearms 
owners, any person with the in¬ 
sight of an earthworm must rec¬ 
ognize what is planned and what 
will be the final outcome. 

The constitution of Canada, 
The British North America Act, 
gives the provinces the right over 
property and civil rights, and this 
includes firearms.

Chief Justice Ranfret said at that 
time: "The constitution of the 
country does not belong to either 
Parliament or to the Legislatures; 
it belongs to the country and it is 
there the citizens of the country 
will find the protection of the 
rights to which they are entitled." 
It further is stated: "Neither leg¬ 
islative bodies, federal or provin¬ 
cial, possess any portion of the 
powers respectively vested and

they cannot receive it by delega¬ 
tion." 

Now, my friends, it is clear 
that if Mr. Brian Evans, our Jus¬ 
tice Minister, wishes to take the 
Federal Government to court, he 
should not be appealing any deci¬ 
sion but should be taking Alan 
Rock the Federal Justice Minis¬ 
ter to court charged by Alberta 
with Contempt of Court. 

For Mr. Evans to appeal to the 
supreme court of Canada is, in 
my eyes, a cruel joke. Do you 
remember when Mr. Getty took 
the Feds to court over the G.S.T. 
while collecting the G.S.T. in the 
Provincial Parks for the Feds? 
Some court case that was! Do you 
remember when Mr. Lougheed 
took the Feds to Queens Court of 
Alberta over the National En¬ 
ergy Policy and won 
unanamiously for Alberta? The 
case was then taken to the su¬ 
preme court of Canada by Mr. 
Trudeau and the supreme Court 
of Canada found for the province 
of Alberta but Mr. Lougheed and 
Trudeau brought it in anyway?

Feed consumption needs over winter 


By Ray Fenton, DVM 

When winter hits Alberta, the 
prolonged cold weather can be 
particularly hard on cattle. Feed 
intake must supply the energy 
needed to keep cattle warm and 
maintain their body condition, let 
alone the demands of late preg¬ 
nancy and lactation which place 
an additional burden on a cow. 

"Last year, with the severe, 
persistent cold, there were some 
cases of animals dying due to lack 
of sufficient energy in the feed, or 
insufficient quantity of feed," says 
Ray Fenton, DVM, with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment. "Severe weather con¬ 
ditions create serious energy de¬ 
mands on any animal. Cattle are 
efficient users of forages, but they 
do require a minimum quantity 
and quality of feedstuffs." 

Being ready for the coming sea¬ 
son is the first step in helping 
livestock weather the cold. Cattle 
in good weight and physical con¬ 


dition have an advantage going 
into winter. 

"Providing shelter for cat¬ 
tle to use during harsh days 
and nights will make a great 
deal of difference in livestock's 
energy expenditure," says 
Fenton. "Extreme tempera¬ 
tures and high winds can sap 
energy from livestock at an 
amazing rate. Feed rations 
during the coldest days should 
be increased or higher energy 
feeds, such as range pellets or 
barley added, to increase pro¬ 
tein and energy intake. Gen¬ 
eral feed requirements during 
winter is approximately 40 
pounds per cow daily." 

It is essential that produc¬ 
ers separate their breeding 
herd into different manage¬ 
ment groups. Young stock, old 
cows and other animals not 
able to compete as well for feed 
must be separated. Nursing 
females and their calves 


should be separated from the 
main herd and provided with 
shelter and the best feed. Ma¬ 
ture pregnant and open cows 
can make up the balance of 
the herd. 

"The livestock industry is an 
excellent example of producers 
helping producers," adds Fenton. 
"Through the Alberta Foundation 
for Animal Care (AFAC), and with 
owner cooperation, a Resource 
Team of knowledgeable cattle¬ 
men can visit herds and offer ad¬ 
vice and management procedures 
to benefit the livestock and the 
owner. 

"Every Alberta producer 
knows how taxing an extreme 
winter can be for all con¬ 
cerned. Being ready for -40° is 
half the battle. Making adjust¬ 
ments to your herd, feed or 
shelter provisions in the mid¬ 
dle of a -40° stretch is far 
harder than planning and pre¬ 
paring ahead."
